The delegation mentioned that 
a request would be forthcoming for 
pedestrian signals at Main and Pennsyl- 
vania. This was discussed. It was moved 
and supported to leave signal operation as 
is until a study can be made of all signal- 
ized intersections.

problem that exists. Traffic Board feels that 
proposed legislation pertaining to young 
drivers and enforcement, such as motorcycle 
patrol, will help alleviate this problem. Cost 
estimates of these signs and their installa- 
tion was presented to the Board and dis- 
cussed.

A motion was made and seconded that 
the request of the two business concerns 
involved to have the present one hour 
parking 8 A.M.-6 P.M. changed to 380- 
minute parking 8 A.M.-6 P.M. on both 
sides of the 400 block of S. Hosmer be 
approved.

After studying 12-hour manual vehicular 
counts taken at Holmes Rd. and Washing- 
ton Ave., and Michigan and Verlinden, it 
was found that they meet the minimum 
vehicular volume warrant for installation of 
traffic signals. It was moved and supported 
that traffic signals be installed at these 
intersections. At Michigan and Verlinden 
it will be necessary to widen a minimum 
of nine (9) feet on the south side of Michi- 
gan 800 feet west of Verlinden to provide 
for one lane west, a center lane for storage 
of vehicles turning left from Michigan into 
Verlinden, and an eastbound thru lane. 
This must be done before signal can be 
installed. 


Carried. 


A motion was made and seconded that 
William Street be widened from Townsend 
to Logan and the alignment at Division and 
William be straightened out. After the 
widening is completed it is planned to 
designate William one-way westbound. This 
will necessitate the removal of the pedes- 
trian overpass at William and Logan so 
that a traffic signal can be installed at this 
intersection. A school crossing guard will 
be needed to assist the school children across 
this intersection as long as the school is 
in use, 


Carried. 


A discussion was held relative to inter- 
change of freight cars and it was tabled 
for further study. 


A motion was made and seconded that 
the speed limit on Moores River Drive be- 
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tween Mt. Hope and Waverly be changed 
from 25 MPH to 35 MPH.

Discussion was held relative to traffic con- 
trol in the vicinity of the School for the 
Blind. Traffic Engineer to contact Mr. 
Weir, Superintendent, regarding this situ- 
ation and to see if the stop on Pine at 
Grand River is still needed.

A motion was made and seconded that the 
reversal of N-S one-way streets and open- 
ing of Oakland (M-43W) be extended from 
January 3, 1965 to January 31, 1965 due to 
lack of time to erect traffic signals, etc. 


A motion was made and seconded that 
the No Left Turn prohibition on Pennsyl- 
vania between Mt. Hope and Lincoln, at 
McKim, Kenwood, Riley, Edison and Tis- 
dale be incorporated into the Traffic Code.

A motion was made and seconded that 
the request to change the four-hour park- 
ing restriction back to the original two- 
hour restriction on Ionia between Pine 
and Walnut be granted.

A request, via letter and petition, for a 
flashing beacon at Lincoln and Pennsyl- 
vania was discussed and it was moved and 
supported that this request be denied. A 
slow sign is to be erected facing north- 
bound traffic on the overpass.

A motion was made and seconded that 
the Traffic Engineer inform the City Coun- 
cil of the situation that exists on City Lot 
No. 1 and that parking ramp should be 
built as soon as possible, as many customers 
are being turned away because of lack of 
space.

Discussion was continued concerning the 
need to determine causes and prevention 
of accidents at high accident intersections. 
One result of this discussion was the need 
for punch card tabulation of accident report 
facts and violation statistics to get the most 
value out of these reports.
